RESERVE RULE EXPLAINED 


It Will Not Be Enforced, He Says, So 
Far as It Relates to Govern- | 
ment Deposits. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Shaw this afternoon issued) the 
folowing circular to the nat:onal banks: 

Treasury Department, office of the Sec- 
retaary, Washington, D. C., Oct. 4, 1903.—A 
wholly unauthorized and unfounded report 
appears to have been sent from Washing- 
ton yesterday calculated to mislead, with 
reference to the action taken bv the jsec- 
retary of the treasury reimtive to the 
maintenance of reserve against govern- 
ment deposits secured by government 
bonds. That there may be no misunder- 


standing, either as to the law or the — a0h 
taken by the department, you are advised: 

The national banking act, ag you are well 
—-: lays down the rule that all dseo- 

[ons shall maintain certain reserve 
against all deposits, failing to do which 
the ‘‘comptrolier of the currency may no- 
tify any association puch 
reserve, Falling to do 
days, ‘tthe comptroler may with the ‘lcon- 
currence of the secretary, appoint . a re- 
ceiver.’’ etc. 

The law, therefore, lays down the | 
that the reserve shall be maintained, 
lodges a discretion with the compt 
and with the secret of the treasury as 
to the enforcement of the rule. You are 
therefore notified that the rule will! not 
be enforced so far as it relates to govern- 
ment deposits secured by government 
bonds. 

This does not apply to government de- 
osits where other securities have or nay 
e substituted. 

It must be borne in mind in this connec- 
tion that it is not the intention of the de- 
partfhent to encourage increased credit. 
On the contrary, very great conservatism 
should be exercised. 

But it is the desire of the departinent 
that no worthy business interest shall¢suf- 
fer simply because a bank has invested its 
money in government bonds to secure a 
government deposit, and to that extent has 
relieved the treasury from a growing sur- 
plus, and has thus restricted its capacity 
to extend accommodation.

PARIS, Oct. 4.—The Interview between 
Madame Zola and Capt. Dreyfus was pro- 
foundly touching, as described to the 
Post-Dispatch by Dr. Larat, who was

Mme. Dreyfus explained that it would 


add to her sorrow if any unseemly disturb- 
ance took place at the cemetery, and told 
the captain that the prefect of police feared 
a scene. 

“Madame Zola,”” said he, “I am possessed 
of feelings of the most profound respect 
and sympathy for you, but {ft will be a 
bitter sorrow and Ppappentaent to me if 
I cannot follow Zola’s body to the grave. 

It is an imperious duty I must perform 
at ali hazarde and at whatever cost to my- 
self. Zola. who believed fn dut before 
enything, would approve of my decision. 

The captain then expressed a determina- 
tion to attend the funeral. 

Mme. Drevfus, however, insisted that he 
should not. With great emotion and tears, 
she influenced him to give way. 

The captain was apparently in a state 
of suppressed excitement; his frame trem- 
bled violently as he almost shouted: 

“They will say I am a coward. You 
know lam no coward.” 

Eventually, after further pressing, he 
agreed to give way.

Appeal Taken When Trial Was Con- 
cluded at 10:45 Last Night and 
Snyder Was Released on 
$25,000 Bond. 


At 10:45 last night the jury in the famous 
Snyder bribery case returned a verdict in 
Judge Ryan's court finding Robert McClure 
Snyder guilty and fixing his punishment at 
five years in the penitentiary. 

Snyder's crime was bribing Councilman 


Fred G. Uthoff, with $60,000 to vote for the 
Central Traction bill which passed the 
Council In April, 1898. 

A slight Knock on the door leading to the 


, ‘room whither the jury had retired was the 


signa! that a decision had been reached. 

The sign was a great relief to the im- 
mense crowd which thronged the court- 
room and waited its coming with suspense. 

Deputy Sheriff Goodwin stepped forward 
and, opening the door, met Charles Wall, 
foreman of the jury, who stated that the 
verdict was ready. 

The deputy closed the door and hurried 
to Judge Ryan’s private office. 

‘Tt is coming now,’ said Attorney Jour- 
dan, turning to his client. The defendant 
said nothing. His face was in deep repose 
an olutely expressionless. 
eo pores slightly in his chair as if to get 
into a more comfortable position. 

His head was leaning partly on his right 
arm, which rested on the table at his side. 

There was not an audible sound in the 
courtroom as Judge Ryan stepped onto the 
bench. Twenty feet away the clock could 
be heard ticking. 

“Mr. Sheriff,’ asked Judge Ryan of Depu- 
ty Goodwin,” is the jury ready to report?” 

Mr. Goodwin replied affirmatively, and 
was then ordered to bring the jurors in. 

John R. Williamy was the first of the 
jurymen to appear. The others followed 
in single file. 

As they’ sat down Judge Ryan again 
asked. 

“Gentlemen, are you ready to report?” 
And again receiving an assent, he in- 
structed the foreman to hand the verdict 
to the clerk 

RENDERING THE VERDICT. 

Mr. Wall took the paper to Clerk Cham- 
berlain who adjusted his glasses, and, look- 
ing it over carcofully, straightened up for 
the reading. 

The clerk stood facing the jury. He 
erumpled the document slightly, and then 
in a low, distinct tone of voice, with just 
a quiver in his tones, read: 

“We, the jury find the defendant, Robert 
M. Snyder. guilty of bribery as charged 
in the indictment, and fix his punishment 
at five years in the penitentiary.” 

“Gentlemen,” said the court, as the clerk 
finished, ‘la that your verWct?” 

On behalf of the jury Mr. Wall affirmed 
the verdict. 

“IT move, your honor,” said Mr. Jourdan, 
rising, ‘‘that the jury be polled.” 

Kach juryman answered ‘yes, slr: 
is our verdict,”’ In firm voice. 

‘So saith the jurors, and so say they all,” 
said the clerk, turning to the judge. 

Snyder watched the proceedings intently. 
His usual calmness fever left him and He 
smiled as one of his attorneys whispered to 
him. 

The verdict was greeted with an audible 
commént of approval on the part of many 
in the audience and the sheriffs called 
loudly for order. 

Judge Ryan turned to the jury and in- 
formed them they would be released just as 
soon as they could get the vouchers for 
their service from the clerk. His honor 
then said: 

“T thank you, gentlemen, one and all for 
the close attenion you have given to this 
case. Considering that we have been. in 
session so long I shall merely reprimand 
Mr. Davis for coming late the other morn- 
ing. GeriJemen, you are now excused 
from further service.’’ 

At this juncture, 11 o'clock, Judge Priest, 
senior counsel for the defendant, walked 
into the courtroom. His face was just a 
trifle flushed and his collar was wilted. He 
was placid and suave as usual. 

After whispering to Mr. Jourdan, he sat 
down, just In front of Snyder. 

“I suppose,”’ said Judge Ryan, addressing 
Mr. Jourdan, who was close to the judge's 
desk, ‘‘that you desire to file a motion for 
a new trial.’ 

“We do, your honor,” replied Mr. Jour- 
dan. “I have the papers rea@y now, but 
desire to make a few alterations." 

The formal allegations accompanying the 
motion were set forth In three or four 
typewritten pages. 

Judge Priest, Mr. Lehmann, Moff. War- 
ner and Mr. Jourdan then glanced over the 
document, and after making a few correc- 
tions, handed ft to tHe court. 

Judge Ryan took the paper and announced 
that the motion would be passed on at the 
next term of court, which opens tomorrow. 
He fixed the appeal bond at $36,000, which 
was immediately signed by Judge Priest 
and Mr. Jourdan.

Never let the runner come to you in mak- 
ing a pass. Le in the line of his course 
ready to hand or pass him the ball. Only 
in rare cases is it justifiable to break this 
rule. 

The quarterback, from the nature of his 
position, is first into the interference and 
therefore ahead of the runner. Thus in a 
play around right end, the left half in mak- 
ing for his objective point must pass with- 
in three feet of the quarterback’s position. 
Be there witb the ball to hand it to him— 
don’t make him swerve in bo get it. 

After giving the bal] to the runner, pre- 
cede him in the interference. Right here is 
where the necessity for both speed and en- 
durance comes in. The quarter must never 
flag. As first in the interference he must 
maintain his speed in order to keep up. If 
he cannot do this he will either be thrown 
out of the interference, and break up its 
effectiveness or will compel it to slow 
down and wait for him, which is equally 
disastrcus. 

Practice in punting will. not come amiss 
to the quarterback. Occasionally circum- 
stances call for a quarterback punt and 
cultivation of the kicking game may come 
in nicely at the right time.

One of the most important parts of the 
quarterback’s functions is not manual, 
however. Giving the signals. and espe- 
cially the right one at the right time, re- 


quires, coolness, discretion and above all 
ot servation. 
Knowing your back field and what it 


can do !s also an important factor. First 
feel out the enemy’s line with regulation 
plays. Note the weak point, and, having 
found ft, hammer at it. A line is seldom 
any stronger than the weakest point in 
it, and that.point will become still weaker 
from constant battering. 

Tricks are to be resorted to only in emer- 
gency or when you have such a lead that 
the loss of the ball or other catastrophe 
will not seriously harm you. Send your 
men in for straight football as long as it 
is consistent! possible. 

No instruction can possibly tell a quarter- 
back what plays to use beforehand. He can 
benefit himself much, however, if after 
each me, he will go through a sort of 
mental quiz on the subject and figure out 
where this and that play might have been 
uses iy better advantage than the one em- 
ployed. 

The last instruction I will give is to never 
fumble. you are weak there practice 
until ro have overcome the fault. If you 
cannot overcome it resign from the itlon. 
You will only retard the game, make yeur 
backs nervous and uncertain, and ruin the 
speed of the eleven. Probably you will 
cost it a victory or two.

Loute 
Fair stakes this year by his famous thor- 
oughbred Wax Taper. 

This stake has $1000 added, and closed 
with 128 nominations. The distance is one 
mile and seventy yards, and its aggregate 
value will be considerably over $2000. 

HAYES HAS FOUR ELIGIBLES. 

T. P. Hayes, who won the stake last 
year with Lady Strathmore, has four 
horses eligible to start this year. Besides 
Lady Strathmore Hayes has Jordan, Buc- 
cleuth and Sans Pareil II in the event.

CHESTER, Ill, Oct. 4.—The action of 
convicts J. Reagdon and G. Rose, who cut 
off three fingers from the right hand of 
each to escape their tasks, has brought to 
light a system of most inhuman cruelty 
which has been practiced on convicts in the 
southern Illinois penitentiary here. R. J. 
Wilson of Marissa; Ill, a keeper over the 
gang of which Rose and Reagdon were a 
part, has resigned, rather than be a party 
to the cruelties which the prison officials 
inflicted. on the men as @ punishment.

to President. 


WAS FAVORABLY ~- IMPRESSED. 


THINKS HIM A VIGOROUS, TAL- 
ENTED, MORAL MAN. 


Pleased Because the President Said He 
Thought of Skobeloff Before He 
Led the Charge Up San 
Juan Hill.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 4.—Vagsili Ver- 

estchagin, the Russian painter who was 
sometime ago received by President Roose- 
velt, thus describes the audience: 

“When I had teen led into the blue room 
of the White House I was told the Presi- 
dent would be at liberty at once. Soon af- 
terwards a stout, rather tall gentleman, 
with short-cut hair, entered the room with 
rapid steps. He winked at me through his 
golden pince neze, pressed strongly my 
hand, and said he was ‘quite delighted’ to 
make my acquaintance. 1 mentioned in 
our conversation the charge up San Juan 
Hill, in which the President took part, 
and he piromised amiably to explain fully 
to me everything in which I was interested. 
He asked me to call again that evening to 
talk it over with him. He said that he was 
more pleased on account of his regiment 
than on his own account that I wae paint- 
ing the picture showing the attack on San 
Juan Hill. 

‘The President impressed me as a vigor- 
ous, talented man who was interested in al! 
things, especially in military matters. He 
speaks clearly, distinctly and to the point. 
He gives every sentence—if I may say 
so—a careful coinage. His glance is thought- 
ful and straightforward, his gestures ex- 
presssive, his speech fluent and copious, 
and, as I said before, polished in every 
sentence. 

“T talked with the President in the even- 
ing from 9§ till 10:30 and had again occa- 
sion to admire the simple, sincere manner 
of speech of this man so very strong 
physically and morally. I do not believe 
that he pushed himself to the front in the 
least as he, rocking in his easy chair, told 
me what he did, thought and felt on that 
remarkably day at San Juan Hill—the only 
serious land battle during the war. It was 
very interesting to hear Mr. Roosevelt say 
that béfore he started on the charge there 
passed before his mind every detail of the 
famous charge of Skobeloff at Plevna. He 
repeated that he remembered this moment 
very well. He promised to send me his book 
on the Cuban campaign. 

“Then he asked me to call again on the 
following day, that he might introduce me 
to the secretary of war, who would give 
me the necessary introduction should | 
wish to see the battlefield.”’ 


UNCOVER GIGANTIC SKELETON. 


Bones of an Unclassified Animal Un- 
earthed at Waco, Tex. 


WACO, Tex., Oct. 4.—A force of laborers 
employed by the city, while digging gravel 
in a pit located on the outer end of South 
Third street, uncovered the skeleton of a 
gigantic animal which has not, so far, been 
classified.

There is something pathetic in the thought of these old men, 
who are about to die, celebrating for the last time the victories 
of thetr youth. Time to them ts in the past. They have no 
future. Eternity ewaits them with its mystery which they face 
in peace today as they faced it then in war. They have done 
their work and bequeath its results to men of the present, who 
must, in their turn, assume the responsibility of progress. 

To these old veterans it. must be a peculiar happiness to know 
that the wounds of the war in which they fought are healed. 
No rancor survives, no gnawing disappointment, no resentment 
—only a generous spirit of fellowship in a united nation, whose 
welfare, power and glory are jealously guarded alike by the 
sons of those who wore the blue and the sons of those who wore 
the gray. 

Moreover the men of ’61 have the satisfaction of knowing that 
by their example they taught the world that citizenship need not 
be sacrificed on becoming a soldier, that he is a soldier because 
he is first a citizen, and takes up arms only to preserve the 
blessings of citizenship.

We have been told repeatedly that there 
is no such corruption’ in English, Soottish 
or Irish city governments as-curses Ameri- 
can cities. Yat for years franchises have

Is the British alderman less greedy or more 
conscientious? Or has it never occurred to 
him that he is in office “for what there is 
in ft?’ 

If the British city legislator is more con- 
acientious, as seems to be the case, what 
has made him so? Is it not the influences 
to which he has been subjected as a young 
man? Are those influences any different 
from the influences surrounding a young 
man in an American city? Let us see. 

Roth American and British cities have 
the public park. That is a strong influ- 
ence for good. But dvuring' the winter 
months, when much of our life must be 
spent indoors, the park loses its hold on 
us. We must have some indoor place of 
rest and recreation. Where can the young 
men go to find this, in American cities? Is 
it not a fact that the saloon is about the 
only place always open to him? 

But the young man: of an English ‘elty, 
town or village has somsthing different. It 
is the coffee houses and the reading room. 

For 3 years coffee houses have been 
spreading all over the British Isles, until 
at this time every little town has one or 
more. These coffee houses usually have 
reading rooms attached, also facilitics for 
indoor games. And no small town, and few 
villages lack the public Iibrary and read- 
ing room. In the Dig cities they are not 
content with a public library with its 
branches. Each parish has its own Hpbrary, 
and reading rooms abound.

HOLDING UP M’KINLEY’S HANDS. 

“Tt was with President McKinley, those 
days before the war,’ Mr. Cannon said, 
when asked how he came to perform the 
greatest public act, perhaps, in. his long 
and useful career. 

“I was opposed to war if it could be 
avolded. President McKinley had been 
through one war and he knew what war 
it for. As Sherman says, ‘‘War is hell.” 
But, when the Maine was blown up I saw, 


as others saw, that war could not longer 
be avoided. This act in the harbor of Ha- 
vana was virtually a declaration of war 
on Spain's part. t was necessary to de- 
clare ourselves to the world. We had the 
money in the treagury and 80 my bill, ap- 
propriating $50,000,000 as a national defense 
fund and placing this fund in the hands of 
the President to be used by him as 
should direct, while without precedent, was 
suggested by the circumstances, and was 
not entitled to rank me as a genius of 
statesmanship. It has been spoken of as 
one of the greatest international bluffs. 
If it was a bluff it was instantly made 
good, and ite effect was instantaneous and 
world-wide.”’

Congressman Cannon admits he has made 
a little money, as one will, in the practice 
of law, in good investments and in the 
praciice of economy. He has a few small 
farm properties and a little bank stock in a 


Danville bank. Mrs. Cannon, who was the 
supplement to the “gnaried and rugged 
ok,’’ a very acious, refined woman, ai¢d 
three years ago.

Thirty years later 
George Q. Cannon, delegate from Utah to 
Congress, showed Congreasman Cannon a 
petition from the women of Utah protest- 
ing against the Edmunds law against plu- 
rality and stating that they were happy 
under Mormon religion.

CHICAGO, Oct. 4—“Dr. Dowie, Elijah 
II, general overseer of the Christian Cath- 
clic Church tn Zion, is a plagiarist,”’ said 
one Of Dowle’s visitors, a visitor who called 
to criticise, not to applaud, 

Furthermore, this visitor says, only eight 
more years will hold old earth together, 
and then will come the judgment day. 

While Dowie has been amassing riches in 
Illinois, the Rev. W. C. Chrismas has been 
obtaining a comfortable livellhood out of 
similar work away north, in Maniteba. Re- 
cently the fame of the “Elijah’’ penetrated 
even to his northern fastness and he came 
south to see for himself wherein lay the 
power which has wrested shekels without 
number from the religious enthusiasts of 
Zion. 

Mr. Chrismas has now gone back home, 
a wiser, if a sadder man, but before he 
went he saw Dowle and gave him a piece 
of his overflowing mind, afterward repeat- 
ing his forceful criticisms to a Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent. 

“Why, he is nothing but a plagiarist,’’ he 
said. ‘‘He has stolen all my teachings, 
gathered them together under a high- 
sounding name and founded a cuit of his 
own .on the very ideas I have been ex- 
pounding for years. I should not mind so 


the gospe! as I have taught it, but he has 
added errors without number and laid 
claim to powers he cannot perform.” 

It would indeed appear as though Chris- 
mas had grounds for his criticism of the 
doctor, for elther great minds think alike 
in a marvelously detailed manner or John 
Alexander Dowie has copied many of the 
Canadian prophet’s pet tenets. 

Thus, while Dowle has constructed at 
Zion a city which is to be the sole refuge 
of the wicked when the last trump shall 
sound, Chrismas has what he claims is an 
equally effective fire-escape at Oxbow, in 
the Canadian Northwest Territory. Then 
both men lay claim to supernatural powers 
as healers and foretellers of the future. 

To be sure, Chrismas has not yet ven- 
tured into the dangerous field of weather 
erepheny. but then Dowle has also marked 

is moderation by not yet announcing 
himself the personal savior of mankind, 
but, with minor differences such as these, 
the two cults are the same. The two 
men arrogate to themselves similar pow- 
ers. 


Chrismas Is 

an Englishman. 

Mr. Chrismas is an Englishman by birth 
who, finding the stolid islander little in- 
clined to take him seriously, emigrated to 
the Canadian shores, where for e'ght or 
nine years he has been a voice crying in 
the wilderness. He wears a Vandyke beard, 
long flowing locks, which straggle over 
his shoulders, a rumpled frock coat and 
no tle. 

As a rule he chooses half lights in which 
to sit, belleving, it is said, that thus he 
resembles the historic paintings of Christ, 
with whose mission to mankind he claims 


to be intrusted. 

While in Chicago he showed his affinity 
to Dowle by foretelling, for the sixth or 
orem time, the early destruction of the 
world. 

“Eight years more,’ he said, “has this 
old worid to live, and then the final crash 
between the powers of light and darkness 
will wipe things material away and leave 
the spiritual alone remainin 

“For 20 years I have studied prophecy. 
It is a study I love and I find that earth- 
quakes, famines, pestilences, wars and ru- 
mors of war will be more severe in the last 
days. And what do we see today, skeptics 
laugh at the_ biblical account of the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomorrah by fire 
and brimstone, yet within the past few 
months they have witnessed a far greater 
miracle in the overwhelming disaster in 
Martinique. Sodom and Gomorrah were im- 
portant towns for early days.» but it {fs 
doubtful, relatively important as St. Pierre. 

“Ther. the famines of days gone by were 
aus nothing beside those which have re- 
cently called forth the charity cf the world 
and carried oft their millicns of victims in 
india and Russia.’ 

Thinkirg of insurance policies the cor- 
respondent asked for the day and hour 
when the world would end. Mr. Chrismas 
grew orecular. 

“It will be in 1910,"’ he said, ‘‘sometime |

He says it ts 
to that end he desires to nmass riches, 
and to that end alone, and it is here he 
shows the cloven hoof and enables right- 
eous men to point out the iniquity of his 
ways.

have to deal with. A wise dip is. the 
king of guns. He takes his graft (any- 
thing stolen) in the easiest way, and when 
he is copped out (arrested) we have more 
difficulty in giving him a spot (term) in 
the stir of all guns we prosecute. The 
reason is this. Dips work in mobs, two, 
three or four guns go together on the dip 
(try pickpocketing). One gun is the in- 
strument (the man who picks the pockets). 

The others stall for the tool (another 
name for instrument). They get into a 
mob (crowd) and cop out (select) Mr. 
Bates (a victim). While the stalls jostle 
him or push a paper against his face the 
instrument frisks (searches) his strads 
(trousers) for dough and Iifts (takes) his 
super (watch) from: his jerve (vest pocket). 
He may nip (cyt) bis sparkler (diamoné 
stud) with nippers which hold the stone 
in a pocket. After Mr. Bates is touched 
(robbed) the tool passes the leather (pock- 
etbook) and other goods (plunder) to one 
stall who gams it. (runs away). 

Then Mr. Bates makes a holler and the 
tool is pinched (arrested), he-is clear of 
the goods. Many dips are good stalls, but 
there are few ‘wise tools. When a atall 
strikes a town he bums around a hop 
joint (opium house), and inquires for a good 
instrument. Innocent remark, not likely to 
attract the average man's attention. 

But the guns get wise and pretty soon 
Mr. Dip is mated with a tool d the graft 
is pulled off (stealing. begins). 

The moll-bugzer and hoisters work in the 
big shops. The moll-buzzer tails (follows) 
a& women who fs busy shopping and watches 
her put her leather in, the split (her pocket). 
Then he pushes rudely against her and 
up comes the leather, while re 's making 
apologies. 

Hoisters work in much the same manner, 
pressing against the counters always in a 
mob -of shoppers. They holst (st2a)) what- 
ever they fancy and slip it in a pocket 
which ogcuptes nearly all thelr outer gar- 
ment. skirt for a ker (female thief) 
or a long overcoat. for the gun. 

Wherever there is a murder (a large 
gathering) one may find dips and moll-buz- 
zers. 

Hotel men (hotel thieves) register at some 
high-class hotel and: watch for a chance 
to sneak into rooms for plunder. 

They dyke out (dress) fashionably and 
carry outsiders (nippers) to turn the keys 
with. , 

When apprehended by the house elbow 
(hotel detective) they make a huffy splel 
(appear angry) and make a bluff about 
suing the house. A wise elbowgraps to that 
spiel and throws them out unless he has 
the goods on them. When they are copped 
dead to rights off they go to the boobie 
hatch (police station). 

Petermen are dangérous guns. They are 
the mad dogs of the world of graft, end 
the aristocrats as well. They are not- out 
for petty larceny (smal! game), but hunt 
for big bunches of dough 

Generally a trio of petermen work to- 
gether. One of them comes to a town, takes 
lodgings at a good hotel and proceeds to 
frame up a lay (select a place to rob) where 
there is a chance for a big graft. Then 
he enters the place which he has p anned 
to touch up (rob) and niaxes a purchase 
if tt is @ store or sends a draft or two if 
a jug (a.bank). He get next (Andes out) 
where pete (the safe) is located and takes 
a mental inventory of the doors and win- 
dews. He wants to get wise to al) the 


means of entrance and exit, so ne may gain 
entrance to the building quietly and have 
his getaway (line of retreat) provided for. 

When ‘he is next he wires to his pals 
(companions) and then leaves the town 
publicly so that he will have grounds for 
an alibi, if he is pinched for the job The 
petermen meet and slip into ths chosen 
town some dark night, probably coming 
on John O’Brien (freight car). 

They carry guns, 44 Colt’s likely and 4 
safe blowing outfit consisting of an auger 
to bore around a lock, if set in wood and a 
compass saw to cut out the lock. James 
(a crow bar), Dan (dynamite), or oll (nitro 
glycerine), some puff (fine gun powder), 
some string (fuse), and a fine drill. 

They separate after they get into wor 
town and meet at the crib (place) selecte 
for the crack (place to be robbed) after 
midnight. If the,moon shines they wait 
for Oliver (moon) to duck his glim (to set). 

Then to work, They may be able to open 
the outer door with an outsider (a pair of 
nippers), but if the door is of wood = 
augur and saw are used to cut out the lock. 
Tron barred doors are cut with a steel saw 
and soon the petgerman face pete. Two 
guns do the blowing, the third one plays 
outsider (lookout) and protects the guns 

ork. 

Tene construction of the safe determines 
the method of attack. Some combination 
safes can be opened by drilling a hole over 
the. tumblers in the time lock and exploding 
a small lot of powder. Powder can also be 
blown through the door jam of the safe 
with bellows. 

Modern safes are. blown -by pouring oll 
(nitro glycerine) in them ‘through holes 
drilled near the locks. Again 4 safe with 
a thick door can be blown by pouring oll 
in the top and allowing it to seep down 
through the different layers of the. door. 
After the petermen get the explosive in the 
safe they insert the string and light it and 

et out of the way. 
pata ne door flies off or open and the 
graft is ready for the reaping. Gold, silver 
and banknotes are cramed into a bag and 
the petermen are off. Woe to the elbow or 
Dick (country constable or watchman) 
who interferes. Petermen fight for the 
thousands they have won like tigers. They 
shoot quick and to kill. 

After they make aAheir getaway the graft 
ie split (divided) and Mr. Peterman hies 
to a city where he may live in a respect- 
able neighborhood and have a wife and 
children Who are ignorant of their hus- 
band and father’s manner of reaping their 


livelihood.

Some 
very wise operators are under my com- 
mand. They know the home talent, and 


‘foréign guns are spotted (recognized) as 


soon as they strike town. If they dodge 
elbows at.the station the downtown men 
are very apt to rap to them. 

Once spotted they are sewed up (hemmed 
in) for keeps. The elbow stops the gun, 
makes him spiel (talk), and Mr. Gun, know- 
ing that he is nailed (detected), and will 
be pinched (arrested) if a job is pulled off, 
hastens to duck (quit the town). 

If the operator suspects he is a lamaster 
(fugitive) he brings him to the front office.

T. LOUIS leads the world in the manufacture of burial caskets. 
Twelve per cent of th coffins and caskets used in the United States 


are made here. 


Forty per cent of the demand is still for the old-fashioned coffin with 
the bent sides and natural-wood finish. 


The total population of the United States is about 70,000,000.

is 12 to the thousand. The total number of deaths each year is, therefore, 
not far from 840,000. Ten per cent, or 84,000 burials, are in potter's field.

T. LOUIS burial caskets are sold in 
every state in the Union, and in ev- 
y ery country in the world. The other 
day a Bt. Louis casket enclosed the clay 
of the President of Chili. 


The seven factories here do an annual 
business of $3,000,000. St. Louis has been 
the center of the industry for 20 years. 

The largest coffin house in the world, 
which is located here, is 3 years old. Dis- 
tributing facilities had much to do with 
making this the manufacturing center. 
Only in places and countries remote from 
the factory are large stocks of the higher 
grades funeral goods carried. So it is 
desirable that a factary be centrally located 
and on many lines of railroads. 

Special orders are usually placed by tele- 
graph. One St. Louls coffin house makes 
the claim of being able to fill an order out 
of stock in five minutes. It is three min- 
utes from the Union Station. On a close 
ent the telephone would be used, 


and the train held a minute or two. 

Express companies find the transportation 
of burial goods profitable. They are espe- 
Clally accommodating when caskets are to 
be furnished. 

The largest express bil] ever paid for a 
single shipment of casket and burial cases 
was paid by the United States government 
during the Spanish war. A St. Louis firm 
shipped an express trainload of metal- 
lined, hermetically sealed caskets to Chick- 
amauga. There were 600. One St. Louis 
house is under contract with the govern- 
ment for metal-lined, hermetically sealed 
caskets for use in the tropics. It supplied 
those in which the soldiers were brought 
home from Porto Rico and Cuba. It is 
supplying those in which the soldiers are 
being brought from the Philippines. ‘This 
style of casket prevents the spread of con- 
tagion. 

Double metal caskets—copper within 
cloth-covered iron—with elaborate solid sij]- 
ver trimmings, are a novelty. There is 
style in bufial goods.

The richest thing and the newest thing in 
caskets is the Davenport drop lid slumber 
couch, trimmed in black satin and broad- 
cloth covered. The suggestion of sleep robs 
death of its grewsomeness. These caskets, 
when folded, look like others. They cost 
$800. The other day a slik plush and hand- 
tucked, satin-lined casket was made to or- 
der for the wife of a former high city 
official. This casket cost $10,000. This is 
about as high as anyone may go in cloth- 
A copper inner casket 
is used for this pattern. Bronze caskets 
cost about $1000. Aluminum costs $1500. The 
average wholesale price of the coffins and 
caskets turned out in St. Louis the year 
round would be about $30 each. 

Chestnut is the usual wood employed in 
the construction of cloth-covered caskets. 
It is hard and not expensive. The natural 
woods are much used. These are mahog- 
any, in veneer, walnut, oak. Poplar is used 
for imitations. 

Iron caskets are grained in imitation of 
hard woods. Burial cases are more elabo- 
rate than formerly. They are finshed in oak 
and hard woods. With rubber-tired church 
trucks, on which caskets are moved noise- 
lessly and easily, and with lowering devices 
at the canvas-lined grave, with its sur- 
rounding of canyas-covered ground, many 
of those sights which were additions to sor- 
row are no longer seen. Death has become 
a lying down to pleasant dreams. 

There are demands now and then for a 
plain coffin, no trimming and no stain, for 
old-time Hebrews, whose strict’ religion

elaboration. Hearses costing $2000 are not 
uncommon. The low figure i $500. The 
newest thing in undertaker’s vehicles is a 
white ambulance for hospital cases. Most 
liverymen. Ambu- 
lances are often required to meet persons 
at trains. 

The great coffin companies keep open 
night and day every day of the year with 
teams hitched to wagons and men on hand 
ready to ship regular patterns or to trim 
or even make up odd sizes and ship them at 
night or on Sundays. The leading manu- 
facturers have regular dry-goods stores 
in which the trimmings and cloths used in 
their business are kept. One house has a 
department devoted to the manufacture of 
burial robes and funeral garments. Fully 
$100,000 is spent yearly for cloth by St. 
Louis casket manufacturers. There is a 
great deal of art in the upholstery of 
caskets. St. Louis has developed many deft 
hands in this kind of expert labor. 

One St. Louis factory finds it necessary 
to maintain four lumber yards that it may 
have at all times a sufficient supply of dry 
lumber and a place to store the large lots 
it is able to buy below market rates for 
cash and thereby make its initial profit. 
This one manufactory carries $500,000 worth 
of lumber all the time. 

There is $1,000,000 invested in the business 
of casket-making in St. Louis. About 20 
carloads of glass are used and $100,000 worth 
of varnish and paints. Fully $750,000 is paid 
out for labor.

For many years the “Alberta” 
peach has been grown in Missouri, and has 
heen transplanted to many sections of the 
United States, but nowhere does it thrive 
and flourisn as it does in its native soil, 
the rocky sides of the bsrren Ozarks. 


The fruit belt extends from Cuba. Mo., 
directly along the Hine of the Ozarks and 
practically the only industry in Cuba, Leb- 
anon, Springfield, Mountain Grove and 

Vest Plains is the cultivation of app'eas 
and peaches. In these tewns one sees noth- 
ing Dut wagon after wagen load of bright 
red apples being taken to the cold storage 
houses. evaporating plants and to the nu- 
merous packing houses where the apples 
are put up in barrels ready to export to 
Europe and other foreign countries. 

In 1990 the Uniied States exported to Eu- 
rope 600,000 basrels of apples. In 19)1 Eu- 
rope received 1,600,000 barreis of the same 
apples and as the fame of the United States 
apple spread the orders to the commission 
brokers became vo.uminous. 

Statistics show that a third of the ap- 
ples thus shipped to Europe weve Missourl 
grown, and, in i991, every barrel of Mis- 
seuri.apples brought on the docks at Liver- 
pool $.75.

souri and in the TWnited States in general 
for $4. 

The drouth of last vear affected the aprle 
market, and when the information regard- 
ing the drouth went abroad buyers from 
every city !n the United States f'ccked in 
numbers to*the Ozark region, and hardly an 
orchard that bore any fruit at all was left 
unsold, so graat was the demand for the 
appies on the trees. In these instances the 
buyers made the purchases outright, and 
packed their own crop, thus relieving th« 
farmer of all trouble. and leaving him with 
a satisfactory bank account. 

Buyers are not so plentiful this season, 
as the crop is large and of fine quality, 
and the price is not what it was last year. 
The balk of the yield is being put into cold 
Storage. as it has been demonstrated that 
the Missouri app’e will keep for three and 
four vears in a frigid temperature. 

While Missouri now leads in the apple 
and peach production of the middel West. 
it does not signify that the state has always 
deen a leader. On the contrary. it indicates 
the exact state of affairs and shows that 
the apple and peach have formerly been 
grown in small famiiy orchards of 50 to 
75 trees. The great demand’ for the Mis- 
souri fruit .has lead to the development of 
the commercial orchard of from three to 
five thousand acres supporting 75 and 80 
trees to the acre. 

The average vield of apples is three bar- 
rels to the tree. These apples sell in St. 
Louis for $1.50 per barrel and in many in- 
stances for a higher price. The apple that 
is the grower and the best seller and 
one that handsome appearance 
is the ‘‘Ben Davis.’’ This apple grows to an 
enormeus size and is a brilliant red. Its 
keeping properties are well Known, and it 


best

finds a ready sale with exporters, Other 
apples that made Missouri famous are the 
Mayflower, Grimes’ Golden, Champion and 
the Jonatharn. These apples are the late 
fall apples, and the juicy and sweet apple 
known as the Maiden Blush is the early 
season apple. 


There are other features to the apple 
business besides packing and storing them 
for future use. Thousands of gallons of 
cider are made annually and each year 
the dried fruit enterprise increases. On 
nearly every orchard there is an evapor- 
ating plant, and the profit in this line is 
great. 

After the choicest apples are sorted out 
and packed away the seconds are sent to 
the evaporator, where girls, with the aid of 
especially adapted machinery, pare and 
core them and prepare them for the dry 
house. A bushel of apples that could net 
be sold for any other purpose yields seven 
pounds of dried or evaporated apples and 
sell for cents per bushel. The cost of 
the evaporating is about 8 cents, thus it 
may be seen that the fruit-grower has every 
opportunity to extract from nature a rare 
profit.

Nothing fs lost or thrown away in the 
apple industry. Even the peeling and cores 
are utilized. These are shipped to the 
manufacurers of jelly and syrups for Nlavor- 
ing purposes, and during the apple-gather- 
ing season the fruit farms are in operation 
night and day. 

While there is but one railroad through 
the apple and peach country of Missougi, 
that of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
railway, every facility is offered the farmer 
to transport quickly and secureky the ship- 
ment of fruit. A few years ago the pack- 
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ing and shipping of fruit to St. Louis was 
considered a great enterprise. Now the 
product is packed and shipped to Europe 
in carloads with less trouble than was 
occasioned when St. Louis was the object- 
ive shipping point. 

While it is practically true that “‘rature 
does the rest’’ in the growing of fruit, the 
commercial orchardist does not rely alone 
upon the willingness of nature and the 
Ozark climate, but gives special care to the 
planting of nitrogenous and non-nitrogen- 
ous plants to furnish food and to conserve 
muvuisture for the tres. 

In three years psach trecs bear fruit, 
and an.acre of &0 peach treas is said to 
bring to the grower a return of $350 per 
acre. Apples net qa return of from $200 


to $250 per acre of 80 trees after five and 
seven years growth. While the orchards are 
growing and receiving care, the grower 
plants between the rows of trees corn 
and other commodities that in a measure 
off-set the expenses of maintaining un vr- 
chard through its unbearing period. 


Because of the great interest taken in the 
fruit industry the state government has 
established at Mountain Grove a fruit ex- 
periment station which is under the direct 
supervision of Prof. John T. Stinson. This 
station was establiqed in 1899, and the 
building was erected on 190 acres that were 
do ed by the citizens of Mountain Grove, 
who made every effort to assist the state 
in establishing the station. The first appro- 
priation made by the state amounted t» 


$17,000. A second appropriation of $77,600 wad 
made a year later, and the active work of 
the station was taken up by Prof. Stinson. 


The lack cf unity among the fruit farme 
ers has always been a serious drawback 
to the phomotion of the fruit industry, and 
a meetine of the growers was called in 
Springfield Sept. 2, and an orgauisation 
known as the Ozark Apple Growers’ Asso- 
clation was formed, with G. A. Atwood, 
one of the best-known frutt growers in Mis 
sour!, and who ts considered te be an au- 
thority on the cultivation of fruft trees 
as secretary. 

These men have organized for the purpose 
of bettering the natural conditions, and te 
secure better prices for their products ia 
the foreign countries.

UTOMOBILES are coming to ‘A 
front in 6t. Louis, perhaps not as 
rapidly as in many of the large 

Bastern cities, but steadily and surely the 
machines are being pressed into service by 
Gitisens of the World's Fair city. 

Bighteen months ago the number of me- 
chines in use in St. Louis could almost 
be counted on one’s fingers; on the first of 
last September there were about fifty pleas- 
wre autos here, and now there are at least 
23) residents of St. Louls owning machines, 

Compared with New York and Chicago it 
is generally conceded that this city has 
been rather backward in adopting the 
horeeless vehicles, but this is explained in 
@ measure by the fact that Missourians 
have to be shown.

Miss Lambert, who is now visiting in 
Massachusetts, is considered by many to 
be the best auto driver in St. Louls, not 
barring the male contingent who pride 
themselves on expert manipulation of the 
horseless carriages. 

Most of the machines pllotted by ladies 
tm St. Louls are of the electric motor 
variety, and while not so fast as some 
ether machines, are _considered perfectly

UNTING with Peary means the pur- 

sult of the mighty walrus, ‘‘the ele- 

phant of the sea,’’ and the ferocious 

Polar bear, ‘‘the tiger of the North.’’ It 


§ means the stealthy attack through the icy 


waters, the flight over the floes, and al- 
Ways the struggle to the death with tre- 
mendously powerful and savage foes. 

Members of an Arctic exploring expedition 
@o not hunt for sport alone. The big game 
of the land of perpetual ice furnish much 
that is needful beside food for men and 
dogs. If a kill be missed it means some- 
thing more than the sportsman’s chagrin 
over a blundering shot. 

The rifle has made walrus hunting much 
more certain than it used to be, but the 
Trifle without the Eskimo and his harpoon 
Wouldn’t accomplish much. In fact, the 
native can do more with his primitive 

' Weapons, which count for about 30 per cent, 
‘and his skill, which counts for about 70 
per cent, than can the highly civilized 
white man with a modern magazine rifle 
and a reputation as a big game hunter. But 
taken together the combination is pretty 
@eadiy for the walrus. 

When it comes to hunting the Polar bear 
the dogs are more important than the 

' Makimo or the white man, although it is 
true that a rifle or some sort of effective 

necessary to finish the big 


To the novice walrus hunting is mighty 
. @xciting sport and the danger of it seems 
SO great that the odds appear all with the 
Dig tuskers. But the deadly certainty of the 
ending—and that is the capture of the wal- 
rus—shows that the odds are against the 
gen monster. Nevertheless there is a con- 
stant peril, for if a wounded walrus turns 
and attacks the boat in which are the 
hunters before a bullet has reached a vital 
point it is likely to be the end of the 
hunters. Those mighty tusks have enorm- 
ous power behind them, and it is merely 
play to smash a whaleboat into bits. 

For a full week we cruised in Inglefield 
Gulf and each day two or three boats hunt- 
ed .walirus with excellent success. A light 
fog spread over the surface of the gulf 
@uring the forenoon and through it we 
eould see the tops of the distant foothills 
and more distant ice oaps ae the Diana 
lazily drifted about under half steam. 

Unusually not until the afternoon would 
the brown dots, distinguishable only by 
the keenest and best-trained eyes, be made 
out on the stained ice pans and bergs. 
Two or three pairs of glasses would keep 
Watch of them as the Diana steamed to 
leeward, while others were sweeping the 
horizon for more- game. 

Three-quarters of a mile from the quarry 


@ boat was lowered, with two natives in’ 


the bow as harpooners and the others 
astern and amidships. In our boat Ang-ad- 
100, surest and most powerful of Eskimo, 
hurled the barb, while Tung-wee lent him 
aid, while on the stern sat the ‘professor’ 
with a rifie, and Fred with an old Queen's 
@rm musket loaded with a murderous slug. 
We rowed as far as possible under cover 
of a protecting berg, only making the 
@ash when concealment was no longer pos- 
sitie. On a mild and sunny afternoon the 
Walrus are almost always sure to be asleep 
and they sleep soundly, so that it is pos- 
sible to get close without disturbing them. 
And besides, they are hunted so little that 
they are not especially wary.

The grim silence of the white North, 
broken only by the grimmer crashing and 
crunching of ice, gave way to the wrath 
and dismay of the three great beasts. 
Furious, hoarse cries that seemed to make 
the berg tremble, came from them as they 
lashed about, turning this way and that 
for a few seconds. ‘fhen, with marvelous 
agility, they began sliding backward into 
the water. 

Constantly that hoarse roar came: from 
them with a sound like nothing else cn the 
earth; in its waters or in the heavens 
above. .And nene could tell whether it 
was the wounded creature or the unharmed 
ones that made the greatest racket and 
commotion. 

Almost before the narpoon had buried it- 
self in the walrus’ hide Ang-ad-loo and 
Tung-wee were throwing over drags, lines 
and all the hamper that was to be called 
into instant play to check the mighty rush 
of the wounled giant. 

Tung-wee had scarce time to “‘snub’’ the 
Stronger oogzork line ubout the stem of 
the beat before we were rushing through 
the water as if we were being towed by 
an expwess train. ‘There is a wild excite- 
ment in that mad dash through the Arctic 
seas, when the boat boils through the wat- 
ers, tortured by the Hamper, with the 
danger of striking floating ice ever before 
one. 

Then men behind the guns gripped their 
weapons harder, and while the excitement 
was siill makirg our minds whirl three 
Cark heads arose in the water, for the 
two kept the harpooned one company. The 
professor's rifle spoke, but the shot went 
wide. The three great bodies turned, drip- 
ping and flashing in the sun, and they 
dived again. On and on the boat sped at 
greater sp2cd, despite the check of the 
hamper. There was something relentless 
in this unseen, tremendous power. 

“Keep cool!"’ cautioned the experienced 
Cale. ‘‘He’ll come up again s00n.” 

Presently the dark head again appeared, 
and this time the professor's aim was bet- 
ter. A hoarse cry, something between a 
groan and a wail, rent the Arctic stillness, 
and the spouting blood told that the bullet 
had gone hom. 

The lines suddenly became slack, and the 
natives pecred anxiously over the side. The 
very inactivity was full of menace. No one 
could know how serious was the wound or 
whether the powerful creature, driven wild 
with pain, would attack the boat with his 
companions to aid him. 

Sut it soon became evident that the pace 
had told on the giant. The effort of drag- 
ging hamper and boat, the loss of blood 
from the harpoon and the first shot had 
weakened him, and thereafter the chase 
ceased to be a sport and becamo a butch- 
ery. Lead and steel was pumped into the 
huge brute until a vital shot was reached. 
Then a vertical oar zave the signal to the 
Diana to steam up and take our game on 
board with tackle and steara winch. The 
natives removed the thick skin and swiftly 
divided the spoil. 

While we were capturing our walrus, the 
starboard boat had been through practi- 
cally a similar expacience ,and befcre we 
turned in for the “night’’—it was in sum- 
mertime when there is practically no night 
in the Arctic--we had no fewer than nine 
walrus to our store. 

One boat had been singularly fortunate 
in finding nearly a dozen walrus on a single

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HIS vivid narrative of strangely exciting and picturesque sport in the Arc- 
tic regions, by Mr. Bridgman, is of peculiar interest at this time because of 
the homecoming of Peary, who has devoted 11 years in polar explorations. 

Herbert L. Bridgman has been the secretary of the Peary Arctic Club since it 
was formed and has long been a warm personal friend of Peary, whom he accom- 


panied north on the Falcon in 1894. 


He made the journey to the frozen north, 


and in 1899 he commanded the party sent forth in the Diana by the Peary Arctic 


Club to find the explorer. 


It was during this cruise that most of the incidents so graphically described 


here took place. 


Prof. William Libbey of Princeton University was a member of this expedi- 


tion, and he is undoubtedly the “professor” who appears in the narrative. 
Mr. Bridgman commanded the Eric, the largest vessel ever sent north for sci- 
entific work, which also went forth to find Peary. She sakled from Cape Breton in 


July, 1901. 


It was Mr. Bridgman who, in response to a telegram from Peary, went north 
some weeks ago to meet the returning expedition and who was the first person to 
greet the explorer upon his arrival at Sydney, N. 8. 


Rorsessoesodtoetoeloes Ro Soecectoecos, 
of alarm they would slip into the sea. Then 
the natives would use all their arts cf iml- 
tation to lure the walrus back within reach, 
but never did they succeed. 

One of our party Instisted upon wearing 
a straw hat in cloudy weather, the why of 
it being a mystery to this day, for no 
amount .of questioning or chaffing could 
draw the reason from him. The extraordl- 
nary Arctic headgear took on additional 
importanes from the fact that never did 
a boat in which that straw hat was seen 
succeed in killing a single walrus. 

The captain emphatically declared that 
the straw hat was a hoodoo, and later, in 
Smith Sound, he positively forbade it in 
the boat. The fact that every walrus hunted 


oeSoete of So aSoe te 08 osoeloecoetoate 
thereafter was killed and captured seemed 
to justify the captain in the stand he 
took. 

The walrus is not a very good fighter, 
relatively. Llis great size, his remarkable 
activity and his big tusks made*‘him dan- 
gerous, but if his love of fight and his pluck 
and endurance were in keeping with these 
he would be terribly dangerous. If the mas- 
sive creatures were as menacing as they 
look the Eskimos could not hunt them as 
successfully as they do. Afloat in their 
kyacks and armed only with harpoon and 
spear, the natives of the north pursue the 
big game. They are always In danger of 
losing their life and hot infrequently terror 
shakes the courage out of them, but the

Eskimo usually succeeds in paddling up to 
the walrus, hurling his harpoon into the 
thick hide and In holding on to the wound- 
ed, maddened beast until exhaustion or a 
cleverly thrown spear ends the struggle. 
When one Eskimo attached to the Peary 
expedition known as Mat, and famous as a 
hunter, met the Diana at the entrance of 
Foulke Fjord, he had captured and brought 
to hand no fewer than 15 walrus ,all taken 
within a fortnight with the aid of his na- 
tive allies, 

A week later the Windward hunted over 
the same ground and her crew was able to 
capture a dozen walrus while they were 
swimming about in the water and in broad 
daylight. Altogether during the summer of 
1899 nearly 100 walruses were captured by 
the Peary expedition between Cape York 
and Littleton Island. Last summer the 
work of the Erik and the Diana was even 
more sanguinary. When we met l’eary at 
Litah on Aug. 4, among his first words were: 

“T am out of the woods so far as walrus 
aro concerned. I have 125 catched at Cape 
Sabine,”’ 


Before we left him, three weeks later, 
we had added 65 or 70, bringing up the 
available dog foods for the campaign of 
191-2 almost to 100 tons, 


The great sport of the Arctic !s bear- 
hunting. The big white animal, the king 
of the fmzen lands, roams unchallenged 
along the icy shores of two hemispheres.

There are rules for hunting the polar 
bear, but sometimes it is hunted with a 
steamer, and that was my first experience 
in Melville.

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ALL BRITISH PACIFIC CABLE 


HP all-British Pacific cable, which 
many people have regarded as a 


dream of imperialists, is within three | 


months of completion. Beyond doubt, 
Canada and AustraHa will be able to ex- 
change Christmas greetings over their own 
private wire. 

James Kent, general manager of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Railway Co.'s telegraph, 
made the statement that last month he met 
Mr. Reynolds, general manager of the Pa- 
cific cable board, in Victoria, and accom- 
panied him to the Pacific cable station at 
Bampfield Creek, on the west shore of Van- 
couver Island, to which point the Canadi- 
an Pacific is constructing a telegraph line 
109 miles long, so as to give an gll-Brit- 
ish land connection between the Pacific 
cable and the transcontinental line of the 
railway. 

The cable has been completed and is now 
in operation between Australia and the Fiji 
Islands, a distance of 2500 miles.

INVENTOR OF POSTCARD DIES

They had big, angular faces and straight, 
flat cheeks. They had fine white teeth, 
alert eyes and long noses. They had good 
shoulders and fing heads, but their figures 
looked a little weak in the lower back, and 
their legs were not the legs of a well- 
built St. Louisan of % and % years. It oc- 


of the best of the Navajos, and, after our 
conversation with them, asked the trader 
from Ute mountain if this was not true. 
“Yes, those are fine Indians. There are 
a great many of that sort among ihe Nav- 
ajos. ‘hey are the finest Indians we have 
in the Soutbwest. They have pride; they 
want to be self-supporting. They are in- 
telligent; they know their rights, and they 
are not fanatical about their wrongs. They 
are shrewd in trade; the blankets they 
make represent a gveat deal of work, and 
the Navajos ask a good price for them. 
They get it. There are hundreds of them 
who own great flocks of sheep; others have 
big herds of horses, and still oihers have 
a great many goats. Their wealth almost 
entirely consists in such things. They have 
little need for real money. Their trading 
is almost entirely done without it. The 
Navajos desufve a great deal of credit. 
They are a fine race of people. They have 
made wonderful strides ever since they 
were taken in hand. Thay are unfortunate, 
though, in their reservation. It is not a 
fit place for as big and as fine a tribe. It 
gets drier and drier every year. ‘This year 
is drier than last year, and last year was 
drier than the year before. There are great 
areas where I saw cattle on the range not 
many years ago. There is no grazing for 
cattle today. I do not know the reason. 
The rains have stmply failed to fall, and 
the result has been terrible. There is one 
big district in there where a good rain—a 
rain that will make grazing for setock—has 
not fallen tn three years. If white people 
lived in the country they would have ficd 
from it before this. But a Navajo is the 
greatest dry-country fellow we have, and, 
in addition, he is assigned to a reservation, 
and where clse is he privileged to go? The 
Navajo country may have its rains and 
pick up again, but I do mot belleve it will. 
There may be some temporary improve- 
mant. but the desert is overcoming the 
country as surely as ever a desert grew.” 
Journeying south toward the Navajo 
country, we camped one night in an nnoc- 
cupied house along the trail. While we 
were eating our supper a giant frame ap- 
peared in the doorway. Our driver turned 


and said: 

“Navajo.” 

The visitor of noiseless approach was 
some 30 years of age and more than 6 feet 
tall. He had a big, massive face, and the 
never-missing circlet around his head. We 
had picked up a smattering of Mexican 
and Navajo, and we huried ft all at him 
in an invitation to come in and eat. His 
emile thereat was huge end honest, and 
he sat him down and ate not only without 
let or hindrance, but with a nicety in table 
manners that surprised us. After supper 
he smoked. We called We asked 

he 
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a herder. He was taking his sheep from 
the waterless desert om the south to the 
mountains on the north. 

‘“‘How many sheep?’ 

“No sabe.”’ 

“Five hundred?” 

An affirmative nod and the same face. 

“One thousand?’ 

The same nod and the same face. 

‘Four billion?’’ 

The same affirmative nod of the head ana 
the face with no ray of understanding 
breaking upon it. 

Yes, that was it. Joe had sheep. He 
had no idea how many. He just measured 
them by the space they covered when they 
huddled together; he never counted. Five 
hundred sheep and four billion sheep all 
looked alike to Joe when expressed in 
those terms. 

We saw Navajos and Navajos as we 
nearer approached their country. Then we 
saw Vicente. 

We had lost the way, and, finally, saw 
far off on the desert two Indians driving 
a bunch of ponies. I galloped off to in- 
tercept them. Getting close, I was struck 
by the appearance of one of the men. He 
Was some 3% years old, and he had the 
head and shoulders and the figure of Mars. 
He had a black mustache, the first Nav- 
ajo mustache I had seen. He wore tight- 
fitting corduroy trousers, a loose black 
shirt and moccasins. He was red as the 
glow of the sumach dyed in the frosts of 
the fall. He was a beautiful fellow, and 
the grace of him as he reined in his pony 
was not goodlier to see than the goodness 
of him as it shone in his face and his splen- 
did eyes. 

Vicente was a chief. Vicente had a 
house and a squaw and children. He had 
many ponies. He knew every hole and hill 
of the desert. He would go with us and 
show us the road until night, but then he 
must leave us and gallop back to his house, 
for a Navajo will not travel at night. 

Vicente told me all these things. He told 
the most of it with signs, with many gro- 
tesque gesticulations and some queer talk 
with his hands and fingers. Some of it he 
told tn English and Mexican, such as “me 
hogan,”” (house); “me cabayo,”” (pony), 
etc. 

I saw no more of Vicente after he left 
us at dusk; but I heard much of him. A 
trader named Howard told me Vicente was 
a sort of chief, really the nephew of a 
chief, and that he was the leader of all the 
Navaijics in the country along the Arroyo 
de Vaca. He was the most intelligent of 
them, and had the reputation of being hon- 
est and fair. At Gallup, N. M., I saw &. 
I, Cotton, one of the principal traders south

when I think of him, because we had a 
laughable experience with him not long 
ago. You gee he is the man Moses up in his 
country. He can lead the red chiidren out 
of the desert, and he is the only Indian 
up there who can do it, too. I wanted sev- 
eral hundred of them on a railroad con- 
tract. So I went for Vicente. He rode 
down here, ani I told him that ff he 
would go down on the railroad work for a 
month I would give him $100 when he came 
back. I knew if Vicente would go the rest 
of the Indians would regard the proposition 
favorably, for they have faith In His judg- 
ment. 

“Vicente came down. He brought with 
him a string of Indians as long as a county 
line. We hired about 300 of them at $1.25 
a day, and sent them down the road. Ina 
few days Vicente sent word up to me to 
give his squaw $5. She came in and 1 
gave her the $. A few days later he drew 
a suit of clothes against his time check. 
Then he got a hat. At the end of the 
month he walked in here and asked for his 
$100. I explained to him that the price of 
the clothes and the hat and the $6 given 
his squaw would come out of it, and I 
would give him the balance. 

“Vicente couldn't see it. I had prom- 
ised him $100 when he got back. He was 
back. Where were the $100? 

“Vicente ls a good fellow. He is square. 
But, as truly as I live, I could not make 
him understand why he could not have the 
full $100. He went away dissatisfied, and 
in a few days he rode into the North again, 
homeward bound with his 30 men. But he 
had broken the ice—a chief working on 
the railroad, and the Navajos come to us 
readily now. They are good workers, and 
they like to make their money in this way. 
I send a big gang of them out of here 
every little while. Some of the bucks take 
their squaws with them to cook for them. 
They do not like the Chinese cooking of the 
average railroad camp in the Southwest.” 

As we penetrated into the Navajo country 
we saw more and more of these interesting 
people. Their facial resemblance to one 
another is striking. They all seemed to 
have somet’ ‘ng to do, and all did the same 
thing. The

The Navajo house is what a 8t. Louisan 
would be inclined to call a brush pile. It 
is nothing more than a pile of little pinion 
trees, with a sheltered hollow beneath, This 
is one of many sorts of Southwest Indian 
houses grouped under the general name of 
hogan. 


Thé Navajo herders 
sheep than horses and goats. The whole 
number of sheep on and immediately 
around the reservation must be very great, 
though we were told repeatedly that many 
thousands had been lost by the continued 
failure of rain. The biggest flocks are in 
the mountains, where there is water when 
all the flat is a desert. 

The Navajo blanket industry is the sup- 
port of the Navajo nation. It is for this 
they have the great herds of sheep. The 
women do all the weaving. They begin it 
in youth, and do it into great age, and 
some of them are so expert that a blanket 
from their looms sells for $50 tn the Indian 
country. The loom is a rude structure, and 
the process of weaving is slow. But it is 
a case where the mills, though they grind 
slowly, grind exceedingly fine; for a well- 
made Navajo blanket is an exquisite thing 
which none are so rich as to exclude from 
their homes. The weavers work sitting on 
the ground. In a fine blanket they bulld 
not more than an inch of blanket a day. 
Often they work two months on a bianket, 
and sometimes a single blanket will be on 
the loom for three months. They use their 
own wool in the natural colors in sdéme 
blankets; In others they use thelr owy 
wool colored with dyes they get at the trad- 
ing posts; in still others they use German- 
town wool coming to them already dyed. 
The finest blankets we saw were in natura] 
colors of white and gray and biack. They 
were beautiful. There was nothing about

Aguinaldo was a free man in so far as 


receiving visitors was concerned. He gave 
audiences to his friends whenever he chcse, 
and thera was nothing toe prevent his 
gending, through them, any number of 
private messages and letters. He often 
quictly refused to receive officials, and 
the privacy of his life was never broken 
in upon unless he wished to grant per- 
mission. 

It was particularly difficult for newspa- 
per men to secure an _ interview with 
Aguinaldo; not that he had any feeling 
against them as a class, buf, as he can- 
didly put it, ‘I have nothing to say at 
the present timo which will do my coun- 
try or myself any g00d, and speaking 
may harm both.”’ 

So, month after month, he lived 
ly, taciturn life, brightened for an hour. 
now and then, by some. Filipino frénd 
to whom he felt he could still safely talk. 
His position was more difficult among his 
alleged native friends than with the Amer- 
icans, as many of the former whe had 
been prominently identifed with the in- 
surrection, but who were now holding 
positions of trust under the American 
government, visited him from time to time 
in the hope of discovering his true inten- 
tions, for the future if he should be re- 
leased. 

To visit Aguinaldio while in captivity 
tt was necessary to explain to the sen- 
try at the great iron gate that you de- 
sired to call upon this illustrious person- 
age. The sentry passed you on to the 
sergeant of the guard at the front door. 
and while you waited for the corperal to 
find him, you were under the indifferent 
scrutiny of half a dozen khak!-uniformed 
soldiers, listleasly kicking their legs be- 
neath a bench, holding bayoneted g'ns 
between their knes. 

The sergeant smiles and produces a 
much-thumbed notebook and a stubby lead 
pencil, requesting that you write your 
name. Page after page of the little book 
shows the signatures of Filipinos, written 
in the careful copper-plate style of the 
educated native, with heré and there the 
sprawling characters of an American. 

The corporal disappears above with the 
new name, and a desultory conversation. re- 
garding the august prisoner ensues:

James L. Dawson, who represent- 
ed the city of St. Louis at the last. an- 
nual convention of the National Conference 
of Charities and Correction, has made a 
study of the subject and has coilected a 
large amount of data bearing thereon. 

The primary idea of a juvenile court is 
to handle offenders between the ages of 3 
and 16 without formally charging 
them with crime.

The juvenile court plan is for 
probation officer, his assistants or the 
representatives of this special court 
to handle the ‘fuvenile offenders, also to 
handle their parents and only to piace 
the state in the role of a parent when the 
natural parents have been tried and found 
wanting. 

And, further, the juvenile court ploen 
provides that when a juvenile offen. is 
to be placed in the care of the state, in- 
stead of his or her parents, that he or she 
shall be detained in an institution that is 
not branded with the word ‘‘reformatery” 
or “refuge.”’ 

The operations of theese courts in the 
three cities mentioned have been eminently 
satisfactory. They have not only reduced 
the number of juvenile offenders, but thoy 
have saved money to the state and city in 
each instance. | 

In these courts net only are the juvenile 
offenders prosecuted, if so strong @ term 
may be used, for the more serious offenses 
which now bring them into the criminal 
courts In St. Louls, but they are there ar- 
raigned for truancy from school or for 
“juvenile d@teorderly conduct.”

Word comes down that Aguinaldo has 
been taking his siesta, but will be glad 
to receive us in a few minutes. A wait of 
a quarter of an hour in the halls gives 
one an opportunity to make mental notes 
on this hotse of detention. The porte- 
cochere is lacking paint and indicates de- 
cay, the (tiled steps are broken in spots 
and dirty, and dusty and neglected in the 
bare lower hallway; the hardwood floors, 
which doubtless glistened formerly under 
the daily polishing, were grimy and marked 
with the hob-nailed footprints of passing 
soldiers, while here and there a door of 
the many rooms built around the central 
hallway gaped open to glimpses of echoing 
hollowness. 


Through the open back doors under the 
carriage shed could be seen the only object 
which suggested a relationship between 
Aguinaldo and Washington—a wonderfully 
and fearfully made coach, having all the 
hall-marks of great antiquity. 

Word comes finally for us to pass up- 
stairs to Aguinaldo’s living quarters, and 
another wait ensues in a huge hall, devoid 
of all furniture except two cheap wicker 
settees. No hangings on the walls, 
no pictures, no ivory panels, no plants, no 
flowers—not a singiec ornament or decora- 
tion such as one expects to find in every 
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What the work of a juvenile court would 
be in St. Louis may be judged from the 
work of the New York, Denver and Chi- 
cago court reports. They show that the 
work of the three courts is largely similar. 

All children between the ages of § and 16 
that in St. Louis are brought into the 
polite courts, the criminal courts or are 
committed to the House of Refuge, are in 
those brought the juventie 
court by tue probation officers and his as- 


cities into 
sistants. 

There is an exception, of where 
a juvenile is charged w:th murder or other 
hetnous offense. 

These juveniles are not charged with any 
offense. Thev are merely brought b 
the judge end cautioned. In 
they are paroled, and if they fail to show 
an improvement are committed to an in- 
dustrial school. 

If they show a willingness to reform they 
are released from the parole and allowed 
to remain with their parents or in other 
homes that the probation ofiicers may have 
found for them. 

The juveniles are divided into two class- 
es—dependents ard delinquents. The form- 
er are children without homes or with 
homes that are morally unworthy. 


The delinquents are the law-breakers. 
The classes of their derelictions run from 
mere incorrigibility to burglary and for- 
gery. They are all included in the general 
term of “disorderly conduct.”’ 


If a child is arrested for burgiary, for- 
gery, gambling, highway robbery or any 
kindred offense, he is charged with ‘“‘ju- 
venile disorderly apnduct.”” Thus no dis- 
grace is attached to his appearance in the 
court. 

Judge Bon B. Lindsey of the Denver 
court, commenting upon the juvenile court 
system, says: 

“The purpose is to recognize delinquent 
children not in any sense as criminals, 
but rather as misguided and misdirected, 
and needing not for their correction, the

His gestures are few and far between, 
confined mainiy to the simple raising and 
dropping of the hands. This characteris- 
tic is so totally at variance with the wild 
vehemence of motion in the average Span- 
flard and Filipino mestizo that it seems 
surprising that such intimate association 
as he has had with the upper types should 
have influenced him so little. 

The more one studies Aguinaldo'’s face 
the greater ‘s the impression of general 
strength. His forehead is high «and 
strught, a peculiarity accentnated by 
brushing his hair pompadour—which style 
of hair-dressing, by the, way, was af- 
fected several years ago by eight out of 
every ten Filipinos, and today is in such 
disrepute as to be seldvm seen. 

The slanting eyebrows suggest the 
Chinese mestigo, but aside rrom this the 
general features are strongly native or 
pure ‘Tagalog. The nose is rather straight, 
but broad at the nostrils. The ears are 
reguia* and well shaped, with well-de- 
veloped lobes. The mouth is full in lips, 
hut too short for the heavy square jaw. 
The chin and jaw are strong, far stronger 
than those of the average representative 
of his race, and the teeth are always 
closely set together, as ts the habit of 
determined men. 


Aguinaldo has a truly aristocratic hand 
and foot: long, delicate. tapering fingers, 
with narrow, high-curved finger-nalls, and 
aside from the cigarette stains between 
his first and second fingers they are kept 
in immaculate order. He wears a No. 56 
shoe, though the loose chinelas or slips 
commonly worn make his foot look larger; 
his instep arches to an unusuaal height, 
and his gait upon these small feet is as 
graceful as a young girl's. 

The photograph of Aguinaldo and Lieut. 
Johnson, his last keeper, taken together, 
gives opportunity for coMparison of two 
races, for both have a general similarity 
of head. The American is 5 fest 9 jnches 
tall, with unusually regular features.

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Woman in London, Though Not a Philan- 


thropist, Is Beloved by Those Who 


‘Walk the City’s Pavement. 


By HARRIET HUBBARD AYER. 


HERDS a woman in London who prob- 
ably receives as many biessings from 
@ grateful public each day as any 
other philanthropist. 
She does not found lIfbraries nor endow 
beds tn hospitals. 


She just presides over a cool, dark, spac- 


-fews room in fashionable Bond street and 


g@tves foot massage to the afflicted London 
pedestrian. 

Of all the pavements for inciting pedal 
mutiny—comprehending, I might truthful- 
ly gay, the separate insubordination of each 
toe—and an aggregation of pain and misery 


quite beyond human endurance—commend 


me to ye ancient city of London. 
At a hotel last summer I was one of a 


* wretched party of footsore Americans hob- 


bling about and trying ineffectually to look 
pleagant and at ease. 
Vinally, however, my sufferings overcame 
me and I said to a woman near me. 
‘What is it in these London avements 


that works such havoc with one’s feet? For 
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the first time in my life I am carrying about 
a pair of positively recognizable pedal ex- 
tremities. I intend to go taqmorrow to an 
American shoe shop In Regent street and 
get shoes four sizes larger than I ever 
wore before—if they have anything that 
big—and see if I can walk with comfort.’’ 

My friend seemed to regard my idea as a 
brilliant inspiration. “I will go with you,”’ 
she said, ‘“‘for I am almost insane with 
footache, and get fitted to shoes on the 
same plan.”’ ¢ 

“We shall create a sensation as we 
stroll up New Bond street in shoes to 
suit the London pavements, but who cares 
if we can get over the agony we are now 
enduring.”’ 

The next day we were, as the children 
say, “as good as our wond.”’ 

As spokesman I addressed a salesman at 
the American shoe shop in this fashion: 

‘‘We want shoes three or four sizes larger 
and wider than we now have on, in case 
you have any large enough to meet such 
requirements. 

“Never mind what you think about it, we 
are half beside ourselves from aching feet, 
and we are going to be comfortable if we 
are shod in number nines and size E."’ 

The man was very sympathetic, but he 
said: 

“You couldn’t wear shoes the size you 


think you would be comfortable in. 

“I suggest that yeu get shoes one size 
larger, one width broader, because your 
feet are much swollen, but what you really 
require is massage treatment for your feet.’’ 

I smiled rather superciliqusly. ‘‘Massage 
treatment for the feet in London! I should 
like to know where you can get such a 

luxury. I have not heard of 4 foot 
masseur since I left America except the 
regular Swedish operators, who only treat 
sprains and surgical cases.’ | 

“O, yes, there are two or three persons 
in London who give such treatment,’’ was 
the quiet reply. 

“There ig one man who is quite famous 
for foot massage, and a woman who is 
his pupil and who will take the swelling 
from your feet and give you great relief, 
I’m gure. I'll give you her address.” 

So we bought our shoes and went direct- 
ly to the foot massage operator’s room. 

It is simply impossible to describe the 
relief a massage treatment will give if 
properly administered to tired, pavement- 
exasperated feet. 

Foot massage has been illustrated and 
described on this page, and its benefits com- 
mented upon, but I must frankly admit 
that when I wrote the article, published 
a@ year or more ago, extolling massage treat- 
ment for weary feet I had no proper idea 
of tho torments a walking delegate in a 
foreign land has in store for her in this 
particular diregtion. 

To all who are afflicted with burning, 
swollen, tired, aching feet, I certafhly rec- 
ommend heartily such a treatment as I 
received in London. 

In the first place the massage operator 
I refer to gives all her treatments in a 
large room at the back of a building as far 
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as possible from disturbing noise. 

“I selected this room especially,’’ she said 
to me, “because people with aching feet 
are terribly nervous. 

“Often they have not slept for several 
nights before they come to me, and are 
almost hysterical. 

“Now, I cannot treat sensitive feet when 
the patient is jumping about or uncomfort- 
able, so I have everything prepared to,in- 
vite quiet, even sleep, during the operation. 

‘First of all take off your hat and gloves 
and seat yourself in this big easy chair, so. 
No, I don’t use an operating chair: I want 
my patient to relax completely. No one ever 
lets go the nerve tension when seated In an 
operating chair. 

‘There you are. Now just go to sleep if 
you feel like it while I attend to those poor 
feet. You want me to tell you about it— 
explain as I go along. Very well. So! You 
see, I take off both shoes and stockings 
at once. 

‘The feet are great sympathizers 
each other. 

“Most chiropodists attend to one foot— 
put on shoes and stocking—and then un- 
dress the other, which has been aching 
meanwhile with redoubled force. 

“IT like both feet to be relieved as soon 
as possible so that the patient may get 
the benefit of immediate freed®m from 
pain.

‘‘Now, I first spray each foot with a cool- 
ing lotion. Yes, it has alcohol, a little car- 
bolic acid and rose water fm it, a little 


camphor and a little arica, too. You have 
an educated nose, haven't you? | 
“Now I begin to massage the foot, very 
gently with the ends of the finders first, 
then. with the palms. I make the move- 
ment from the toes to the heel and in- 


‘ 


step, using the tips of my fingers or the 
entire palm or surface of both hands with 
@ gentle pressure. 

“Over the thick, Gfeshy part of the foot 
underneath I increase the pressure. 

“This movement I make, as you will see, 
always upward in the direction of the 
blood current. After this I make the strok- 
ing movement which ig also known as 
the hypnotic pags. It usually puts the 
foot patient to sleep. 

“Now I continue the massage, working 
from the ankle up the leg nearly to the 
knee, 

“T etretch the tissues gently and roll the 
foot and leg between my hands, 50. 

“These are the game movements that we 
use in cases of flat foot, or very low in- 
step, which is the forerunner of. flat foot. 

‘T repeat these. movements with the en- 
tire foot, grasping it firmly and putting 
it through the rolling and compressing 
movements. Ordinarily I do not speak 
one word during the entire operation, and 
I give the feet a 4-minutes’ continuous 
treatment by the clock. 

‘“‘Next I give the Swedish movements to 
each toe. I just take the toes one by one 
and twist them back and forth, up and 
down. . 

“Once more I spray the feet and after 


carefully drying them I dust a healing 
powder all over and put on stockings and 
shoes.”’
